The Irish Ability to Make War 


At this time there are about twenty 
miilions of Irishmen ecuttered over the 
world; in Irelahd, 6.000.000; in Eng- 
land, 2.500. 000 ; in Scotland, 100,000 
in the United States, 5,000.000 ; 
ada, Australia. and other British poses 
sions, 3,000,000 ; in the East and West 
Indies and South Africa, 1.000,000 ; in 
Franée, Spain, Austria. and Sonth snd 
Céntral America, 3,000,000, ineinding 
those on the ocean. As the population 
of England and Ireland in the 12th cen- 
tury was nearly equal. there is no rea- 
son to doubt that the numbers of Irisb- 
men at the present time are about equal 
to the 21.000.000 of England and Wales. 

The 20.000.000 of jrishmen, though 
they may be scattered over all parts of 
the globe, will be no less united and 
friendly in the coming struggle for em- 
ancipation from the English throne, 
Mark the liberal donations which are 
ponring in from all quarters of the Pa- 
cific Coast. It is understood that a call 
has been made for an assessment of 
twenty dollars upon every member of 
the Fenian Brotherhood, and from the 
manuer in which money is already ac- 
enmulating for the glorions cause of 
Irish freedom, we may reasonably cal- 
culate that the average will be equal to 
twenty dollars for every person of the 
Irish race, taking into account the im- 
pulsive and generons nature of those 
people, This will givea money power 
of four hundred millions of dollars to 
commence with, a much larger sum than 
the Government of the United States 
had at the commencement of the war for 
the overtbrow of the Soutbern rebellion. 
This Government, however, had credit 
and Ireland will bave credit when it 
shall have succeeded sufficiently to com- 
mand the acknowledgment of the United 
States, France, Russia, Spain. Austria 
aod the South American republics. 

After one or two battles, the Irish pa- 
triots will apply for the rights of bellig- 
erents and get them. In consideration 
of the fact that al) the countries above 
named have been aided in various ways 
by Irish ability, Ireland will secure an 
almost universal sympatby, and the 
moral power thus gained will nerve the 
home participants on the Irish side to 
irresistibly meet the bireling troops of 
England; and England will bave the 
disadvantage of the perplexity of being 
treated by foreign powers as she treated 
our Government on the sifbject of neu- 
trality. The example which she gave 
in permitting ber people to strike at 
American commerce in aid of the South- 
ern Confederucy will be fellowed to her 
own greatharm. If Ireland can make 
any truly war-like showing of an inten- 
tion to be free, she will receive all the 
encouragement that can be obtained 
from the best wisbes of many nations. 
and it will not be long before the epl- 
taph of the martyred Emmet may be ap- 
propriately written.—S. F. Flag.
